Task  force  gives  Geary  light  rail  thumbs  up

Plans  for  MUNI  light-rail 
service  on  Geary  Boulevard  moved 
one  step  closer  to  reality  last 
month,  but  neighborhood  activists 
warn  of  a  protracted  fight. 

The  Geary  Transit  Task  Force, 
appointed  by  former  Mayor 
Dianne  Feinstein  in  July  1987, 
recommended  in  a  preliminary 
report  this  past  November  that  a 
light-rail  transit  service  be  built 
the  length  of  Geary  Boulevard  to 
serve  the  50,000  riders  now  using 
MUNI's  busiest  transit  route,  the 
38-Geary  line. 

According  to  Peter  Straus, 
chair  of  the  task  force  and  Director 
of  Planning  for  MUNI,  a 
consensus  exists  for  the 
development  of  Geary  light  rail. 

Transportation  Committee 
Chair  Paul  Rosenberg,  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond,  feels  the  light  rail 
system  is  a  "very  good  transit 
option"  and  will  not  increase 
traffic  congestion  on  Geary 
Boulevard. 

"Give  people  a  good  trip  - 


clean,  quick  and  with  dignity  -  and 
they  will  switch  from  driving  to 
the  light  rail,"  Rosenberg  said. 

But  that  opinion  is  not  shared 
by  other  neighborhood  activists. 

"A  single-line  streetcar  would 
play  havoc,”  says  Mary  Patterson, 
president  of  the  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchant's  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  transit  task  force. 
"It  will  do  nothing  but  cause 
confusion." 

Patterson  says  the  Geary 
Boulevard  merchants  unanimously 
voted  to  reject  an  above-ground 
light  rail  project.  The  merchants 
favor  an  underground  tunnel  the 
entire  length  of  Geary  to  prevent 
disruptions  and  mitigate  traffic 
congestion. 

The  task  force  recommended  in 
its  preliminary  report  to  Mayor 
Agnos,  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  that  an  above-ground 
system  be  built  west  of  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Laguna  Street  in  the 
median  currently  running  the 
length  of  the  boulevard. 

According  to  the  task  force's 
report,  the  light-rail  system  will 


not  affect  the  number  of  parking 
spaces  along  Geary  Boulevard  nor 
the  number  of  traffic  lanes, 
although  they  will  be  narrowed. 

East  of  Laguna  Street,  the  task 
force  is  leaving  the  door  open  for 
either  an  underground  tunnel  to 
Geary  and  Market  Street  or  an 
above-ground  route  that  will  run 
in  both  eastbound  and  westbound 
directions  along  Geary. 
Downtown  automobile  traffic 


westbound  will  be  rerouted  to  Post 
Street  and  eastbound  onto 
O'Farrell  Street. 

Also  opposed  to  the  light  rail 
system  is  Chuck  Lantz,  an  ex- 
supervisorial  candidate.  President 
of  the  Sutro  Annex  Association 
and  member  of  the  Richmond 
Community  Association. 

"I'll  fight  that  S.O.B.  to  the 
death,"  Lantz  said  of  the  project. 
"It  would  be  a  disaster." 


To  further  speedy 
implementation  of  a  light-rail 
system,  the  task  force  recommends 
that  the  project  be  considered  a 
high  priority  project  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission’s  Municipal 
Railway  Capital  Improvement 
Program  and  by  the  Transportation 
Committee  (newly  formed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  determine 
San  Francisco's  future 
transportation  needs  and 
financing). 

The  task  force  report  also  states 
that  the  "Geary  light  rail  would  be 
one  of  the  nation's  most 
productive  New  Rail  Start 
projects,  and  should  therefore  be 
highly  competitive  in  attracting 
federal  and  state  funding 
participation." 

The  estimated  cost  of  an  entire 
above  ground  system  is  $60  to 
$100  million  while  the 
combination  above  ground  and 
tunnel  system  would  cost  between 
$400  and  $500  million. 

Among  the  benefits  cited  in  the

Beach  Chalet  soon  to 
house  new  occupant 


The  vacant  Beach  Chalet  on  the 
Great  Highway  may  soon  house  a 
restaurant  or  a  health  club. 

The  two-story,  12,225-square- 
foot  chalet  houses  murals  by 
famed  artist  Lucien  Labaudt  that 
were  restored  as  part  of  the  City's 
renovation  program. 

The  1925  landmark,  vacant 
since  1981,  has  been  partially 
renovated  with  $1.2  million  of 
city  funds  but  will  still  need 
extensive  repairs  by  the  new 
occupant. 

According  to  Dennis  Chan, 
property  manager  for  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
the  City  is  proposing  a  20-year 
escalating  lease.  Rent  for  the 
chalet  will  start  at  $5,000  a  month 


for  the  first  two  years,  rise  to 
$7,500  for  the  next  3-5  years, 
$10,000  for  years  6-10,  and 
$12,500  for  the  final  11-20  years. 

Both  the  restaurant  and  the 
health  club,  however,  have  made 
counter-proposals  to  the  City's 
proposed  terms. 

Chan  said  the  Property 
Management  staff  will  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Rec.  and  Parks 
Commission  on  Dec.  1.  That 
committee  will  then  forward  its 
choice  to  the  entire  Rec.  and  Parks 
Commission  at  a  meeting  in  late 
December.  Their  choice  will 
then  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  final  judgment.

'Youth  court'  nearing  reality

The  Richmond's  innovative 
"youth  court”  program  is 
progressing  as  scheduled  and  could 
become  a  reality  by  February. 

When  enacted,  the  program 
will  divert  kids  arrested  for 
misdemeanor  crimes,  such  as 
graffiti  and  alcohol  abuse,  from 
the  juvenile  court  system  to  a 
"mock"  court  system  presided  over 
primarily  by  kids.  The  court 
works  on  peer  pressure  to  change 
aberrant  behavior. 

"I  think  it's  a  great  idea,” 
Superior  Court  Judge  Roy 
Wonder,  who  presides  at  juvenile 
hall,  said  of  the  proposed  youth 
court. 

"Peer  pressure  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  tools  we  have," 
Wonder  added,  while  addressing  the 
November  Police/Community 
Forum.  "That's  the  best  method." 

All  the  court's  participants,  the 
jury,  prosecutor  and  defense 
attorneys,  would  be  kids  except  for 
a  lone  adult  acting  as  judge  to 
assure  individual  civil  rights  are 
not  abused. 

When  kids  agree  to  youth  court 
community  service  penalties,  they 
keep  records  of  the  crimes 
committed  off  their  permanent 
records. 

Coordinating  the  Richmond 
program  is  the  Richmond  Police 
Station  and  San  Francisco  Safety 
Awareness  for  Everyone  (SAFE). 

Pat  Bell,  SAFE  member  and  a 
coordinator  for  the  new  program, 
said  the  specific  language  of  the 
program  was  being  worked  out  and 


community  agencies  were  being 
sought  to  assist  with  the  program. 

"We’re  working  on  the  details," 
Bell  said. 

The  Richmond  program  is 
modeled  after  the  city  of  Danville's 
successful  version  of  the  youth 
court.  The  program  is  a 
diversionary  program  permissible 
by  the  California  Penal  Code. 

"We  have  to  catch  kids  before  they 
come  into  the  juvenile  court 
system,"  Wonder  said.  "If  we  keep 
them  out  of  the  courts,  we're 
going  to  serve  society  better.” 

Juvenile  hall  problems 

Compounding  the  problems 
confronting  the  juvenile  court 
system.  Wonder  says,  is  the  fact 
that  the  juvenile  hall  at  375 
Woodside  Ave.  is  obsolete,  out-of- 
date  and  understaffed. 

"We're  shorthanded  at  Juvenile 
Hall,"  Wonder  said.  "We've  got  to 
have  more  resources." 

The  California  Youth 
Authority  agreed  with  Wonder  in  a 
preliminary  report  critical  of  San 
Francisco's  juvenile  hall.  The 
November  report  cited  over¬ 
crowding  and  inadequate  training 
of  temporary  workers  hired  at  the 
facility. 

Dennis  Sweeney,  chief 
probation  officer  at  juvenile  hall, 
also  addressed  the  forum  about  the 
problems  of  juvenile  delinquency. 

Sweeney  pointed  out  that 
"every  youth  referred  to  the  court 
must  do  community  service,"  but 
added  that  delays  of  two  weeks  to  a 
month  between  the  crime  and 


community  service  penalties  do 
not  help  change  aberrant  behavior. 
The  delays  exist  because  the  center 
is  understaffed,  Sweeney  said. 

The  situation  is  getting  worse, 
he  says,  because  even  though  the 
number  of  juveniles  in  San 
Francisco  has  been  decreasing,  the 
number  of  crimes  committed  by 
juveniles  increased  during  the  past 
three  years. 

According  to  Sweeney,  there 
were  56,628  youths  in  San 
Francisco  in  1980  and  will  be 
50,221  in  1990. 

However,  Sweeney  warns,  by 
1995  there  will  be  67,503  kids  in 
the  City,  and  by  the  year  2000  the 
number  is  projected  to  reach 
72,575,  significantly  increasing 
the  burden  on  the  juvenile  court 
system. 

Officers  of  the  month 

In  other  forum  news, 
Richmond  Police  Officers  Steven 
Gough,  Tom  Lee  and  George 
Swartz  were  chosen  Officers  of  the 
Month  for  the  undercover  foiling 
of  a  robbery  attempt  at  3001 
Geary  Blvd. 

The  officers  staked  out  the 
grocery  store  that  was  held  up  nine 
times  in  the  past  several  months 
and  when  the  gunman  returned,  the 
officers  were  ready. 

According  to  Captain  Kotta, 
the  robbery  suspect  fired  at  the 
officers  but  his  gun  did  not  fire. 
The  officers  then  fired  at  the 
suspect,  hitting  him  four  times 
with  none  of  the  wounds  being 
life-threatening.

The  Richmond  needs  new 
plumbing. 

The  Clean  Water  Program's 
plan  for  treating  raw  sewage  and 
preventing  sewage  spills  onto  San 
Francisco  beaches  is  connecting 
various  parts  of  the  City,  via 
pipelines,  to  treatment  plants 
before  releasing  the  purified  water 
into  the  ocean. 

Most  of  the  City's  systems  are 
in  place  except  for  the  Richmond 
and  a  cross- town  transport. 

In  1899,  when  the  City  of  San 
Francisco's  population  was 


343,000,  the  first  sewage  system 
went  into  service  for  the  North 
Shore,  Presidio,  Chinatown  and 
Marina  areas.  It  was  a  simple 
system  that  followed  natural 
drainage  channels  and  allowed  raw 
sewage  access  to  the  bay. 

By  1935,  the  population 
doubled  and  actual  sewage 
treatment  became  necessary.  Three 
plants  were  constructed,  one  near 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  service 
the  half  of  the  city  which  naturally 
drains  west,  one  to  service  the 
northern  commercial  section,  and  a 
third  to  cover  the  southeast 
industrial  area. 


Court  rules  UC  Laurel 
Heights  suit  can  proceed 


A  California  Appeals  Court 
has  ruled  that  the  Laurel  Heights 
Improvement  Association  can  sue 
to  halt  laboratory  conversion  plans 
at  the  University  of  California's 
Laurel  Heights  facility. 

The  unanimous  decision  by  the 
three  panel  court  reversed  the  trial 
court  judge  by  barring  a  portion  of 
the  Improvement  Associations 
trial  due  to  the  university's  claim 
of  immunity  as  a  state  agency. 

Accordingly  the  Appeals  Court 
issued  a  writ  of  mandate  reversing 
the  lower  courts  decision,  putting 
the  case  back  before  the  trial  court. 


The  University  acquired  the  old 
Fireman's  Fund  Insurance  Building 
at  3333  California  St.  in  1984. 

The  Improvement  Association 
claims  the  university  informed  the 
community  that  the  office 
building  was  to  be  used  for 
administrative  and  teaching 
purposes  only,  and  that  residents 
were  not  informed  of  plans  to  do 
laboratory  research  at  the  site. 

The  university  claims  it  never 
made  a  final-use  decision  for  the 
site  and  that  planned  laboratory 
research  is  not  a  threat  to  residents 
living  nearby. 


With  a  single  pipe  to  handle 
sewage  and  the  winter  rains  as 
well,  a  plethora  of  new  problems 
began  to  arise. 

Generally,  expansion  of  a 
"combined  single  pipe  system"  is 
difficult  to  accomplish.  Though 
these  systems  were  quite  common 
until  the  turn  of  the  century,  there 
are  now  only  about  11,000 
remaining  in  the  core  of  older 
cities. 

During  the  1970s,  laws  were 
enacted  in  many  parts  of  the 
country  which  required  costly 
conversions  to  separate  systems, 
partly  because  in  more  densely 
urban  areas  runoff  from  street 
surfaces  added  concentrations  of 
toxic  materials  that  were  difficult 
to  remove. 

But  a  separated  system  was 
deemed  unnecessary  for  San 
Francisco's  49-square  miles,  so  an 
upgrade  of  the  existing  system 
was  initiated  with  a  Master  Plan 
for  Wastewater  Management  in 
1971.  Construction  began  in 
1975  under  the  auspices  of  the 
City's  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

City  representatives  claim  that 
even  when  wet  weather  runoff 
pushes  our  system  to  the  limits  of 
capacity,  all  wastewater  can  be 
entirely  processed  to  meet  existing 
standards  and  discharged  in  eleven 
hours.  But  the  City  has  been  out 
of  compliance  with  State  and

Federal  regulations  with  regard  to 
its  effluent  and  has  been 
systematically  working  toward 
reducing  the  number  of  yearly 
violations  involving  raw  sewage 
run-offs. 

Six  alternatives  were 
formulated  to  deal  with  dry  and 
wet  weather  flows  in  the 


Seacliff/Richmond  drainage  area 
where  yearly  winter  rains  cause 
untreated  sewage  and  street  runoff 
to  overflow  onto  Baker  Beach, 
China  Beach,  and  the  shoreline 
surrounding  Lincoln  Park  as  many 
as  83  times  annually.

Alternative  R-l  was  initially 
considered  to  be  the  most 
expedient  because  it  required  the 
least  construction  and  would  have 
been  relatively  inexpensive  at  a 
total  anticipated  cost  of  $27.4 
million. 

This  alternative  called  for  the 
construction  of  a  concrete  sewage 
storage  box  approximately 
1000'x50'x20'  beneath  the  Baker 
Beach  overflow  parking  lot,  with  a 
capacity  of  9.5  million  gallons.  A 
new  pump  station  was  to  have 
been  constructed  within  the 
Presidio,  having  a  capacity  of  51 
million  gallons  a  day.  Two 
thousand  feet  of  sewers  under 
Fulton  Street  between  41st  and 
46th  Avenues  would  also  have 
been  enlarged. 

But  R-l  was  unsound  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  Much 
opposition  was  raised  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreational 
Area,  and  environmentally  aware 
citizens  before  it  was  pointed  out 
that  Public  Law  95-625  prohibits 
new  construction  within  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreational 
Area 

R-2,  still  under  consideration  at 
a  total  anticipated  cost  of  $31.3 
million,  calls  for  the  construction 
of  a  tunnel  beginning  in  the 
Presidio  where  the  22nd  Avenue 
and  17th  Avenue  sewers' converge. 
It  travels  west  under  Lincoln 
Boulevard  and  Camino  del  Mar  to

28th  Avenue,  continuing 
southwest  under  private  property, 
Lincoln  Park,  Fort  Miley  and 
Sutro  Heights  to  the  Great 
Highway  near  Anza. 

R-4A,  also  under  consideration 
with  a  total  anticipated  cost  of 
$34.7  million,  calls  for 
construction  of  a  tunnel  beginning 
at  17th  Avenue  and  Lake, 
extending  more  or  less  in  the 
manner  described  above,  to  the 
Great  Highway. 

R-6  and  6B,  $31.2  million  and 
$31.3  million,  respectively,  call 
for  the  construction  of  a  13-foot 
diameter  tunnel  beginning  at  24th 
Avenue  and  California  Street, 
running  in  a  southerly  direction 
under  24th  Avenue  to  Fulton 
Street  and  west  under  Fulton  to 
40th  Avenue. 

The  initial  study,  prepared  in 
September  by  the  Planning 
Department,  narrows  the 
alternatives  under  consideration  to 
R-2,  R-4A,  R-6  and  R-6B.

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Rich  and  diverse  spiritual  traditions 
thrive  in  the  Richmond

Within  the  Richmond  District, 
hearing  is  believing  Church  bells 
thunder  intermittently,  sifting 
music  into  cool  autumn  breezes. 

Christmas  is  in  the  air. 

A  great  depth  of  spiritualness 
and  diversity  of  religion  thrives  in 
the  Richmond,  and  it's  not  all 
related  to  celebrating  Christmas. 

In  addition  to  the  scores  of 
Christian  steeples  —  many  of 
which  will  chime  Christmas  day 
—  there  is  tremendous  religious 
freedom  and  opportunity  to 


practice  various  faiths  in  the 
Richmond. 

There  are  temples,  shrines, 
churches  and  other  houses  of 
worship  from  almost  every 
recognized  faith  located  in  the 
Richmond. 

For  many  Christians, 
Christmas  is  recognized  as  a  most 
spiritual  time.  But  for  Hindus, 
Jews  and  Buddhists,  Christmas  — 
or  a  celebration  similar  in  spirit  to 
Christmas  —  is  celebrated  so  very 
differently. 

The  son  of  God  to  some,  a 
prophet  or  angel  to  others,  Christ 
is  a  world-known  figure,  central  to 


the  faith  of  various  practicing 
Christian  sects. 

However,  everyone  marches 
to  a  different  beat. 

The  doors  leading  inside  the 
Palani  Swami  Hindu  Temple  on 
Sacramento  Street  are  so 
unobtrusive  one  might  pass  by  a 
dozen  times  and  never  know  that, 
inside,  gods  are  being  evoked  into 
idols  with  the  fresh  and  alluring 
scents  of  coconuts,  bananas  and 
incense. 

Shoes  are  left  at  the  door. 
Diksha  Kandar,  the  Hindu  monk 
performing  today's  service  at  the 
alter  is  shirtless,  his  lower  half 
draped  in  simple  cloth,  head 
shaven. 

He  chants  Hindu  Mantras. 
Kandar  believes  in  one  supreme 
god,  but  also  in  more  than  one 
god. 

These  gods  are  advanced  souls 
who  possess  tremendous  power  to 
help  people  at  various  stages  of 
their  evolution. 

The  priest  symbolically  offers 
human  senses,  sound,  ringing 
bells,  fragrance,  fruit  and  sight  to 
evoke  one  of  these  gods  into  the 
idol,  according  to  Kandar. 

During  some  ceremonies, 
honey,  milk,  rose  water  and 
yogurt  are  also  used  to  conjure  the 
gods. 

"The  climax  is  when  I  wave 
the  flame  in  front  of  the  deity  and 
pass  my  hands  through  it,"  Kandar 
explained. 

Then  he  passes  the  flame  near 
a  woman's  hands. 

She  then  touches  her  eyes. 
The  woman,  like  others  who 
worship  with  priest  Kandar,  are 
"receiving  the  deity  into  their 
minds  and  hearts." 

Kandar,  Manager  and  Priest  of 
the  Hindu  temple,  is  originally 
from  Nevada.  He  converted  to 
Hinduism  20  years  ago. 

Since  Christmas  is  so  widely 
celebrated,  Kandar  created  a  way 
for  Hindu  children  to  participate  in 


the  celebration. 

"We  came  up  with  our  own 
little  5-day  festival  for  our  little 
kids.  It  ends  on  the  25th,"  Kandar 
said. 

But  unlike  Hinduism, 
Judaism  teaches  that  the  Messiah 
will  overthrow  evil  and  reward  the 
righteous  in  God's  kingdom  on  the 
earth. 

Temple  Emanu-El,  a 
registered  landmark  erected  in  1905 
at  Arguello  and  Lake  streets,  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  Jewish 
Temples  in  the  City. 

Judaism  celebrates  Hanukkah 
around  the  same  time  as 
Christmas  and  involves  an  eight- 
day  candle-lighting  ritual  that 
commemorates  an  ancient  miracle. 

But  Christmas  isn't  the  only 
time  religious  diversity  flourishes 
in  the  Richmond  District. 

Over  at  the  Ta  Kioh  Buddhist 
Temple  at  2328  Clement  Street 
the  disciples  don't  believe  in 
Christ  or  any  one  god. 

Buddhism  takes  its  followers 


through  progressive  stages,  termed 
"dhyana,  samapatti  and  samadhi." 

Nirvana,  or  total  harmony 
with  the  universe,  is  reached  when 
peace  and  inner  reality  are 
understood. 

The  primary  goal  of  Taoism 
has  been  described  as  the  mystical 
instating  of  the  Tao,  which  is  the 
Way,  the  Undivided  Unity,  the 
Ultimate  Reality. 

It  is  the  natural  way  of  all 
things.  Only  one  who  is  free  of 
desire  can  apprehend  the  Tao. 
There  is  no  personal  god  in 
Taoism,  and  thus  no  union  with 
him. 

One  of  the  most  strict 
religions  is  Islam.  Worshipers 
must  prove  daily  their  love  for 
God  by  praying  turned  toward 
Mecca. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the 
many  faiths  represented  in  the 
Richmond  District.  The  rich, 
cultural  diversity  of  the  Richmond 
is  a  gift  that  we  all  can  enjoy,  at 
any  time  of  year.

A  floppy-haired  Benjamin 
Franklin,  sporting  a  crayola- 
colored  red  suit,  stares  solemnly 
ahead. 

Beside  Franklin,  a  wide-eyed, 
Henry  Hudson  watercolor  features 
thick,  crimson  lips  and  a  heavy 
black  beard.  Nearby,  a  huge, 
orange  pumpkin  sits  waiting  to  be 
pecked  by  an  equally  plump  turkey 
covered  by  feathery,  brown  strokes 
of  colored  pencil. 

Franklin,  Hudson,  and  the 
Thanksgiving  turkey  were  a  small 
part  of  a  colorful  menagerie  of 
children's  art  exhibits  and  essays 
revolving  around  the  theme  of 
"Early  Settlers,  Indians,  Pilgrims, 
Strangers,  and  Merchants." 

The  exhibit,  displayed  at  City 
Hall  and  the  Federal  Building  last 
month,  was  sponsored  by  the 
Student  League  of  San  Francisco 
and  formed  a  kaleidoscope  of 
children’s  interpretations  of  the 
first  Thanksgiving  feast  and  early- 
American  history. 

Artists  depicted  imaginative 
scenarios  of  masted  ships  nearing 
shore,  of  Pilgrims  interacting 
with  Indians,  and  of  the  prominent 
figures  of  the  day. 


One  drawing,  by  7-year-old 
Luma  Haddad  and  her  friends  from 
Cabrillo  Elementary  School, 
showed  Pilgrims  and  Indians 
milling  before  a  food-laden  table 
as  if  to  enjoy  a  Thanksgiving  feast 
with  each  other. 

"I'm  trying  to  show  that 
Pilgrims  and  Indians  are  trying  to 
make  friends  together,"  the 
spunky,  little  girl  explained. 

The  exhibit  consisted  of  600- 
800  entries  submitted  by  students 
from  various  San  Francisco 
elementary  and  middle  schools, 
including  Cabrillo  Elementary 
School,  Presidio  Middle  School, 
Alamo  Elementary  School,  and 
Lycee  Francais  International. 

The  awards  ceremony  for 
winners  from  each  school  was  held 
at  City  Hall,  Nov.  18, 
culminating  the  Student  League’s 
youth  art  program. 

One  overall  grand-prize  winner, 
and  a  first,  second,  and  third-place 
winner  from  each  participating 
school  were  chosen  and  awarded 
ribbons  and  Certificates  of  Merit 
from  Mayor  Art  Agnos. 

"I  feel  good  and  my  parents 
feel  good  too,"  said  14-year-old 
Tung  Dang,  a  Presidio  Middle 
School  second-place  winner.

"Lincoln  is  supposed  to  stand 
for  freedom  for  everyone,"  Tung 
said  of  his  crayon  and  color-pencil 
rendition  of  the  former  president. 
"When  he  was  president,  he  was 
generous  and  helped  others." 

Shawnee  Stillson,  13,  of 
Presidio  Middle  School  was 
"shocked"  to  discover  she  won  the 
third-place.  Her  thoughtful  color- 
pencil  rendition  of  a  somber,  aged, 
Indian  chief  revealed  the  artist’s 
sensitive  nature. 

"I  was  taught  a  lot  about 
Indians  and  their  rights,"  Shawnee 
explained.  "They're  taking  their 
lands  away  from  them  .... 

"Somehow  I'm  trying  to 
convey  that  Indians  have 
something  special  about  them 
'cause  their  history  dates  back  a 
long  time  ago.  So  I  thought  I'd 
draw  an  Indian." 

"A  lot  of  research  went  into 
these  pictures,”  said  Kendra 
Langer,  Student  League  volunteer 
and  Art  Department  teacher  at 
Presidio  Middle  School. 

According  to  Margaret  Damir, 
director  of  development  for  the 
Student  League,  the  league  is  a 
non-profit  organization  serving 
Bay  Area  youth  via  law,  art,  and 
special  education  programs. 


The  purpose  of  the  annual  art 
exhibit,  Damir  said,  "is  to  allow 
the  child  to  show  individuality  for 
their  work  in  public  places  and  to 
be  appreciated  for  their  work." 

The  overall  prize  winner  was 
8-year-old  Christopher  Semano 
from  El  Dorado  Elementary 
School.  Winners  from  the 
Richmond  District  were:  from

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McAteer  upsets  Eagle 
championship  hopes

The  Washington  Eagle's 
winning  season  ended  in  the  semi¬ 
final  round  of  the  championship 
series  when  the  McAteer  Jaguars 
avenged  an  earlier  loss,  24-6. 

"We  underestimated  them," 
Head  Coach  Joe  Callan  said  of  the 
feisty  Jaguar  team.  "We  were 
overlooking  McAteer  and  thinking 
more  about  Galileo." 

The  loss  ended  Eagle  hopes  for 
a  Turkey  Day  rematch  with  the 
undefeated  Galileo  Lions.  The 
Lions  put  the  only  blemish  on  the 
Eagles  6-1  season  record  with  a 
21-14  win  for  the  round  robin  title 
Nov.  3. 

In  the  loss  to  McAteer,  it  was 
costly  mistakes  which  turned  the 
tide.  Fumbles  and  penalties  were 
the  key  culprits. 

"We  just  played  one  bad 
game,"  Callan  said.  "The  only 
time  we  played  bad  all  year  but  it 
came  at  the  wrong  time." 

In  the  league  opener  for  both 


teams,  Washington  easily  handled 
the  Jaguars,  running  up  a  24-6 
victory  margin. 

In  the  rematch,  McAteer  drew 
first  blood  in  the  second  quarter 
when  Reynard  Rutherford  dove 
into  the  end  zone  on  fourth  down 
from  the  one-yard  line.  The  score 
stood  6-0  when  the  Eagle  Orange 
Richardson  blocked  the  extra  point 
attempt. 

The  Jaguars  lead  grew  to  12-0 
in  the  third  quarter  when  Tom 
Crosse  rumbled  into  the  end  zone 
on  a  33-yard  sprint  with  1:51  left. 
The  extra  point  was  also  blocked. 

The  Eagles  started  moving  the 
ball  after  the  ensuing  kickoff  but 
the  drive  stalled  with  a  fumble  at 
the  Eagle  38-yard  line. 

The  Eagle  defensive  corp  held 
and  on  fourth  down  Putnam 
Gibson  blocked  the  McAteer  punt 
and  pounced  on  it  at  the  Jaguar  15- 
yard  line.  The  golden  opportunity 
to  score  was  missed,  however, 
when  quarterback  David  Schaefer 
fumbled  on  the  10-yard  line. 


With  momentum  swinging 
over  to  McAteer,  the  Jags  drove 
90  yards  to  seal  the  Eagles'  fate 
with  running  back  Rodney 
Hampton  diving  into  the  end  zone 
for  an  18-0  lead  with  4:38  left 

The  Eagles  did  score  a 
consolation  touchdown  when 
Schaefer  threw  a  strike  to  wide 
receiver  Mwanza  Majors  from  54 
yards  out. 

In  the  championship  game, 
Galileo  completed  its  undefeated 
season  by  whipping  McAteer  32- 
12. 

Despite  the  semi-final  loss  to 
McAteer,  several  Eagle  players  had 
exceptional  seasons,  according  to 
Callan. 

On  defense,  Callan  named 
linebacker  Matt  Blackburn  and 
strong  safety  Tom  Chau  as 
defensive  standouts. 

Blackburn  made  38  unassisted 
tackles  while  Chau  crashed  17 
runners  single-handedly  and  nabbed 
four  interceptions. 

On  offense,  the  head  coach

called  Decatur  Street,  you  can 
occasionally  find  Cats  in  Heat 
with  the  amazing,  not-to-be- 
missed,  guitar  work  of  Michael 
Bockelman  and  the  driving  harp  of 
Harmonica  Bob  McKieman. 

And,  at  Pat  O’Shea's  on  Geary, 
you  can  find  the  Blues  from  time 
to  time,  being  played  against  the 
din. 

You  want  good  Blues  and  you 
live  in  the  Richmond,  you  don't 
have  far  to  go.  Plenty  o'  Blues, 
right  here  at  home.

Toast

Several  hundred  years  have 
passed  since  a  monk  named  Dorn 
Perignon  experienced  a  state  of 
mystical  union,  imbibing  a  glass 
of  Champagne  and  ecstatically 
uttering,  "I  am  drinking  stars." 

Modem  man  looks  to  the  same 
celestial  source  of  inspiration 
when  celebrating  the  arrival  of  the 
new  year.  Technology 
notwithstanding,  the  chalky 
limestone  soil  and  bracing  climate 
of  the  Champagne  region  of 
France  continues  to  produce  the 
dearest  and  most  sought-after  elixir 
for  festive  occasions  throughout 
the  civilized  world. 

When  celebrations  begin,  an 
inscrutable  transformation  occurs. 
Sparkle  in  the  Champagne 
transmigrates  from  the  beverage 
into  the  eyes,  lips,  and  limbs  of 
assembled  revelers.  There  is 
nostalgic  sobbing  over  the  passage 
of  time  while  the  young-at-heart 
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laugh  and  embrace  in  anticipation 
of  new  conquests  and  adventures. 

Time-honored  names  such  as 
Roederer,  Bollinger,  Krug,  and 
Clicquot  grace  the  tables  of 
royalty  and  socialites,  as  well  as 
those  of  dedicated  hedonists  of 
lesser  means. 

Whosoever  might  be  inclined 
to  embark  on  a  cork-popping 
journey  into  the  New  Year  can 
choose  from  among  many  high- 
quality  sparkling  substitutes  for 
Champagne.  Cremant  de 
Bourgogne,  a  sparkling  Pinot  Noir 
from  the  Burgundy  region  of 
France,  and  Sekt,  a  German 
sparkler  fashioned  from  under-ripe 
Riesling  are  two  of  the  most 
popular. 

My  personal  vote  in  the 
bargain  bubbly  category  would  go 
to  one  of  the  better  representatives 
from  the  Loire  Valley  of  France, 
such  as  sparkling  Saumur.  While 
somewhat  less  elegant  and 
complex  than  Champagne,  it  is 
clean  and  crisp  on  the  palate.  The 
quality  of  the  local  soil 
accentuates  the  stylistic  similarity 
of  Saumur  and  Champagne.  Best 
of  all,  Saumur  is  quite  affordable 
($10  range). 

The  newest  entrants  at  the 
marketplace  are  the  sparkling 
wines  of  California.  Recently, 
venerable  French  Champagne 
Houses  including  Chandon, 
Mumm,  Roederer,  and  Deutz  have 
been  acquiring  local  vineyards  and 
producing  domestic,  as  well  as 
imported,  "Champagnes"  vying 
with  native  wineries  of  distinction 
such  as  Schramsberg, 
Scharfenberger,  and  Iron  Horse. 

Whatever  your  preference,  we 
at  the  Richmond  Review  wish  all 
of  our  neighborhood  friends  an 
effervescent  holiday  season.

ONE  NIGHT  LAST  week  I  found 
myself  impaled  on  the  horns  of  a  minor 
dilemma:  To  expend  prime  study  time 
delving  into  the  intricacies  of  logical 
reasoning  for  my  night  school  logic  class,  or 
to  watch  Clint  Eastwood  work  his  box- 
office  magic  in  "High  Plains  Drifter." 

I  could  spend  two  valuable  hours 
bulldogging  fallacies  to  such  salient 
arguments  as,  "All  bearded  ladies  work  in 
circuses  and  are  therefore  lively  social 
companions,"  or  be  entertained  by  the  high 
priest  of  machismo  drilling  holes  in  western 
desperados. 

In  the  end,  my  better  nature  asserted 
itself:  I  cast  the  books  of  logic  aside, 
mounted  the  easy  chair  and  prepared  myself 
for  a  rough  ride  on  the  airwaves.

A 
man  may  possess  wealth,  success  and 
beauty,  but  if  he  has  not  mastered  the  fine 
art  of  squinting,  then  I  am  afraid  he  is 

When  Eastwood  ties  his  trusty  steed  to 
the  post  and  walks  into  a  crowded  hotel 
lobby,  there  is  no  fear  in  his  heart  about 
finding  a  room  to  hang  his  hat  and  spurs.  It 
makes  no  difference  that  there  is  a 
convention  of  snake  oil  salesmen  in  town 
with  only  one  hotel. 

He  hasn't  had  a  bath  or  a  shave  in  a 
week.  Even  his  horse  is  leery  of  getting 
downwind  from  him.  No  matter.  Wearing  a 
crusty  poncho  that  has  seen  more  miles  than 
a  Pony  Express  satchel  and  with  a  bent 
stogie  protruding  obstinately  from  his  lips, 
he  walks  over  to  the  desk  and  confronts  the 
hotel  clerk.
